’ A former Santa Ana Col- 
lege student and his travel- 
ing companion today found 
themselves in the middle of 
one of the hottest spots in 
the world—the Berlin sit- 
uation—as the East German 
| Communists put them on

Ferrey, who was enrolled in 
Santa Ana College last semester, 
was attending summer school in 
Switzerland with Pankey. 

Relatives, friends, newspaper 
reporters, and government offic- 
ials are still trying to locate 
Ferrey’s mother in Europe to 
notify her of the incident, which 
became known to the Western 
world late Wednesday evening. 

The time of arrest for the two 
20 year old Southern Californians 
is still unknown by the U. S. 
State Department, although un- 
official guesses place the time of 
arrest sometime last week. 

Both Ferrey and Pankey were 
arrested by the Communist police 
at Friedri¢hstrass Crossing, only 
vards from West Berlin and free- 
dom, when they tired to cross the 
border with an East German wo- 
man secreted away inside of their 
small, compact foreign automo- 
bile. The arrest took place within 
full view of a United States 
Patrol, which did not see the ac- 
tion. 


The incident came on the heels 
of an announcement by the East 
German government that the 
United States is kidnapping East 
German citizens and _ forcing 
them to West Germany via U. S. 
Air Force jets. 

Congressman James Utt has 
told the Pankey family that he 
feels that the Soviets will use the 
incident to their own advantage. 
The United States has no political 
embassy in East Berlin, nor does 
it recognize East Germany., There 
is little hope for ‘obtaining free- 
dom for the two students.

Parking Lots 
Filled; Space 


At Premuim 


With Santa Ana College’s un- 
expected enrollment jump, cam- 
pus parking space is at a prem- 
ium. 

Although the campus _ boasts 
six hundred sixty-five marked 
parking stalls and some one hun- 
drer thirty-five unmarked stalls, 
it cannot accomadate ‘the 4000 
students expected by mid-term. 

According to William Corser, 
associate dean of students, Rich- 
ard C. Honer of Horner Plaza 
has offered to help relieve the 
parking problem by allowing stu- 
dents parking space in the Plaza 
along the Seventeenth Street 
frontage. 

Combined with parking spaces 
on campus, at Honer Plaza, and 
aiong the streets on Bristol and 
Seventeenth, 1100 parking 
spaces exist within the immediate 
area. 

“Considering that all 4000 
students are not on campus at 
the same time,’”’ commented Cor- 
ser, “these parking spaces should 
be sufficient. 

A crackdown on parking vio- 
lators will begin Monday.

The figure, including 
both day and night. stu- 
dents, is an unprecedented 
35 per cent over the enroll- 
ment rate of the last college 


year. More than 150 classes out 
of 400 were closed to capacity 
before instruction began last 
onday. 
Possible 4000 

The month long registration in 
August was climaxed by two 
frantic nights last week when 
waiting lines backed up from the 
library into the parking lots. 
With registration continuing next 
week, the eventual total could 
pass 4000, some 500 over the 
expected 3500. 

The record enrollment has 
paved the way towards a stiffer 
academic policy by the adminis- 
tration. The students will have to 
maintain at least a 1.75 ie: e 
point average, or will stan e 
chance of leaving to make way 
for the serious, grade-conscious 
student. 

Eight new faculty members 
have joined the SAC teaching 
staff to instruct the record en- 
rollment. 


Serving as_ counselor will, be 
Dr. Gerhard Kohn. Eugéne’ Lin- 
ton and Cecil K. Snyder J¥. have 
joined the English staff; Dr.

Linde Edi, German; John T. Old- 
know, engineering; Frank Reéd- 
man, secrétarial training and 
Wade Miller, physical science.

Parking For Everyone? | 


\ SAC’s largely increased enrollment has placed added 
burden on the already crowded parking facilities on 
campus. 

- “A few students add to the problem by violating 
parking regulations. They insist upon parking incorrectly 
in the stalls, do not respect. reserved stalls, refuse to dis- 
play their parking stickers and remove their automobile 
registration from sight. 

Begining Monday tickets will be issued to violators 
of these regulations. 

Some 1100 parking spaces-exist in the immediate 
college grounds area. The number should be sufficient— 


if a few rules are obeyed by all. 


Students need not be reminded that parking facil- 


‘ities at Honer Plaza are granted as a service to students 


and college. 

Speed limits, directional markings and common driv- 
ing courtesy on private property must be observed if stu- 
dents are to continue to use the area. 

Patrolling the parking lots is now under the super- 
vision of the Associated Students. If the campus traffic 
problem continues, the area may be turned over to the 
city police. The area would then be ticketed like the 
Santa Ana streets. 

Such a program is already underway at neighboring 
Orange County colleges. Orange Coast has been patrolled 
for several years by the city police. and Fullerton was 
turned over to the city last year. 


To Give or Receive 


There are many reasons why we attend college: To 
receive an education; to receive recognition from friends 
and family; to receive a better position in life; to find a 
husband or wife.
